HOME OF FLYING WARBIRDS 


Experience the iconic military machines that changed the 
world. The Flying Heritage Collection (FHC) houses a unique 
assemblage of rare aircraft and vehicles from the World 
War II era. In a few short years, rapid leaps in technology 
coupled with an age of great global strife motivated 
designers to build some of the most fantastic, and fearsome, 
weapons of warfare ever conceived. 

Philanthropist Paul G. Allen established the Flying Heritage 
Collection in the 1 990s to preserve these icons of technology 
born from turmoil. These rare aircraft and ground weapons 
took decades to locate, acquire, and meticulously restore 
to their original wartime condition. Not only does each 
artifact appear exactly as it did in combat, most are fully 
functional. On scheduled Fly Days, you can watch these 
vintage planes take to the skies once again. 



Free parking is available just outside the hangar facility. 


Many of the machines in this collection served their nations 
in action. Some were recovered where they fell —buried 
in Europe, forgotten in the Pacific, or abandoned on the 
frozen battlefields above the Arctic Circle. Though these 
weapons were produced in enormous quantities, only a 
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few survive today. Some of the FHC's artifacts are the only 
examples of their kind left in the world. 
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Introduced in 1 935, the Messerschmitt Bf 109 was the first truly moder 
fighter. With its all-metal stressed-skin construction, mono-wing design 
enclosed cockpit, and retractable landing gear, it had no equal. This 
aircraft is one of the most authentic examples in the world.
